is principally to be viewed in this light) and be arbitrarily held out to the Buyer, 
Who has his Choice of Markets, is as. inconſiſtent with the Intereſt of Trade, as, jt 
muſt be odious and diſguſtful to thoſe whom it is intended to enſnare or deprej, 


Permit me to obſerve, that one Effect which the Proclamation alluded to, has a, Ten. 


dency to produce, is that of throwing the Trade, heretofore mutually. carried, on be. 
| tween the Inhabitants of America and thoſe. of the Weſt-Indies, into the Handy ef 
| Perſons tiling themſelves, or acting among us, in the Diſguiſe of Britiſh Subjects, 
to the great Diſhonor of the American Flag, the Injury of the fair Trader and rel 
Citizen, and the Diminution and. Corruption of national Character. There is conf. 


'derable Ground to apprehend, that the Conduct of the Britiſn Court, in this Inſtance, 
is founded on a Preſumption that the confederated Power of the United States, i 
not adequate to prevent the Innovation. It becomes therefore our Intereſt and our 


Duty, to undeceive them, and if the Powers given by the Confederation are nat 


competent for this purpoſe, to enlarge them; for it is obvious, that any partial Ex 


ertions of the States, individually, to correct this Evi}, will prove ineffetual. 


While I am on the Subject of Commerce, permit me Gentlemen, to call your At. 
tention to the earlieſt and moſt effectual Means for reſtoring and improving that of 
this State. Our Ports, ſo long withheld from us, are at length open to all the 


World. Let us give, to all, Protection, Eneouragement and Security, by providing 


that equal Juſtice be adminiſtered to the Stranger as well as the Citizen, that the Re- 
covery of Debts be ſpeedy and effectual, that the Fulfilmem of Contracts beenforced 


that our Staples be ſo inſpected as to prevent future Impoſition, and effectually to re 


vive their Reputation in foreign Ports, where, for Want of ſufficient Care, it has been 
greatly impaired. By theſe Means, Credit, the Parent of Commerce, will multiph 
her Benefits, and Security from Impoſitions add to the Value of our Commodities 
while the Stranger it invites, will reduce the Price of thoſe we get from abroad. 
The Eftabliſhment of productive Funds for the Diſeharge of the Intereſt, and for 
 finking, as ſoon as may be practicable, the Principal of the public Debts, is an Ob 
Jeet of ſo much Moment, and which ſo eſſentially involves the Proſperity of our Cl 
tizens and the Honor of Government, that it cannot fail of claiming the moſt atte 
tive Conſideration. Among the Means that preſent themſelves, for making this Pre 
viſion, beyond direct Taxation, are the Diſpoſition of public Lands, internal D 


ties and Excifes, Marine Paſſes, and a Duty on Sales at Vendue. The Land-Offd 


will, I flatter myſelf, be ſo regulated, as while it is rendered an Object of Revenus 
it will at the ſame Time, afford the utmoſt Encouragement to the ſpeedy Settlemel 
of the Country. The Cultivation of our Lands ought to be one of our firſt Care 
ſince the Riches of a State is to be found in the Number of its People. In ih 
View, perhaps it may not be improper to invite Strangers to partake of the poli 
cal Blefſings which we ſo happily enjoy, by facilitating the Means of Naturalizatid 
and of obtaining and inheriting a Portion of the unappropriated Lands. 
«It is my Duty to recommend to your early Conſideration, ſuch a Proviſion for f 
Support of the Officers of Government, as is conſiſtent with its Dignity, and W 
tend to procure, or continue in public Office, Men of Integrity and Abilities, ft
